WILMINGTON - According 
to a study from Australia, 
friends can increase our 
longevity. The study followed 
people age 70 and older for a 
period of ten years. The 1,500 
participants were interviewed 
regarding their social net- 
works. The different net- 
works that were considered 
important were children, rel- 
atives, friends, and other con- 
fidantes. The participants 
came from different econom- 
ic situations and had varying 
lifestyles. The researchers 
considered these factors 
which may affect health and 
well-being for the partici- 


conclusion of the 
researchers is that a social 
network of friends can 
increase longevity. Friends 
helped seniors through diffi- 
cult times such as the illness 
or death of a spouse. Friends 
offered coping mechanisms 
and had a positive effect on 
the mood and self-esteem of 
the participants. According 
to researchers there did not 
seem to be any distinguishing 
effects between new and long- 
term friendships on longevity. 


The important factor was 
having many friends. People 
with more friends seemed to 
live longer than those with 
fewer friends. Other studies 
have shown that family mem- 
bers have the most effect on 
longevity. 

“Based on this study, it 
seems really important to be 
able to hear and communi- 
cate with friends and family” 
reported Loleata Wigall from 
Atlantic Audiology, Wakefield. 
“A person is never too old to 
hear well and be part of life. 
Purchasing hearing aids and 
hearing again can keep peo- 
ple in touch with the world 
around them. Studies have 
shown that if a person is not 
hearing, they tend to with- 
draw from social situations 
and feel left out.” 

Being able to hear, listen 
and talk to friends and family 
according to the study 
encouraged seniors to take 
care of their health and be 
part of social situations. 
These seniors were more 
active in gatherings and were 
able to interact with those 
around them.

Gridiron guys searching for some protection

Gone from last year’s 8-3 
club is running back Evan 
Butters, who often dazzled 
his legs through all kinds of 
defenders and finished the 
2009 campaign with over 
1,100 rushing yards and 
scored 15 touchdowns. As 
big of a loss as he will be for 
the Wilmington High School 
Football team, two bigger 
losses both figuratively and 
literally will be John 
Moriarty and Denis 
Gingras, the two monster 
linemen who helped the 
Wildcats chalk up over 2,000 
rushing yards and over 3,500 
total yards. of offense last 
fall ‘ 
The 2010 Wildcats return a 
handful of skilled offensive 


players from last year, 
including quarterback Sean 
Hanley, running backs 


Kevin Moriarty and John 

Parsons, tight end Brian 
Hurley and wide-out Chris 
Frissore. But the question 
remains, who will be block- 
ing for those guys and pro- 
tecting Hanley, the senior 
who tossed over 1,300 yards 
and threw 13 touchdowns in 
ll games as a junior? 

“Basically for us to have 
the season that we’re look- 
ing for, the offensive and 
defensive lines need to come 
around,” said Mike Barry, 
who is now in his third sea- 
son as head coach. “All of 
those kids have been work- 
ing hard and the competi- 
tion for those spots has been 
good. We had a scrimmage 
(recently) against 
Burlington and we saw some 
good things and we saw 
some bad things but you 
have to expect that with 
some younger kids who 
haven’t had that experience 
at the upper level yet. But 
we took a lot of positives 
from that.” 

This year’s team will be 
led by its four captains, 
Hanley, Hurley, Moriarty 
and Gordie Fitch. Fitch will 
be the leader on both the 
offensive and defensive 
lines, most likely as a tackle. 
Right now, Barry says, com- 
petition is wide open on both 
sides of the ball 

“We have some skill com- 
ing back with Hurley, 
Hanley, Frissore, Moriarty 
and Parsons and they all 
played so at the skilled posi- 
tions we have a lot coming 
back,” said Barry. “But we 
also have some young kids 
with (Cam) Owens, (Ed) 
DeLucia and (Killian) Smith 
and they are all fighting to 
get in there as well so that’s 
good. We have (Alex) 
Furlong and Fitch back on 
the line so that’s good, and 
on the other side ‘we have a 
bunch of kids competing for 
those spots, so after our next 
scrimmage, we should find 
our starters out.” 

Barry said that most of the 
guys competing for the 
offensive and defensive lines 
are all around the 5-10, 200- 
pound range. Guys like 
Frankie Cerbone, Mike 


fighting it out for the start- 
ing positions, or it could also 
be a constant mix of players 
rotating in several different 
spots. But those who nail 
down the starting positions, 
have to come together quick 
as Wilmington starts the 
season off with a tough 
match-up against future 
Middlesex League foe 
Melrose this Friday. 

“If we can protect Sean, 
we'd love to open it up a lit- 
tle bit more,” said Barry 
about the team’s passing 
attack. “Sean had over 1,300 
passing yards and 13 touch- 
downs and I think he was 
third in the league in pass- 
ing touchdowns last year, so 
we expect him to play well 
and he expects to play well. 
He understands the offense 
and realizes that he just 
can’t wing it, and has a 
great sense of how to run 
the offense and he’s just 
very positive. Sean is kind of 
like the engineer of the 
whole thing and then Kevin 
and John bring you the 
thump. They run hard - they 
are not side to side runners. 
They are downhill runners - 
they get the ball and they 
want to go.” 

Parsons is a big, very 
physical presence. He stands 
in at 6-1 around 185 pounds 
and last year he finished 
with 143 rushing yards, 120 
receiving yards and scored 
six touchdowns. He was the 
team’s third running back 
behind Butters and Kevin 
Moriarty, and the latter had 
a sensational season as a 
junior, finishing with 541 
yards on the ground with 9 
touchdowns, as well as 10 
catches for 187 yards and 
another score. He enters 
this season with 981 career 
rushing yards including 14 
touchdowns. Both Moriarty 
and Parsons will be a terrif- 
ic 1-2 punch for the Wildcats, 
while the team also has a 
dynamic 1-2 punch with 
receivers, with Hurley at 
tight end and Frissore at 
wide receiver. Hurley caught 
16 passes for 264 yards with 
three scores last year, and 
proved that once the ball 
was thrown to him, not only 
did he always come down 
with it, but was extremely 
tough to get to the ground 
afterwards. Frissore fin- 
ished with 25 catches for 326 
yards with two scores, 
including a magnificent per- 
formance against 
Newburyport, which includ- 
ed a game winning field goal 
with seconds left in the con- 
test. Brendan O’Brien and 
Matt Ferriera are in the mix 
for other targets for Hanley. 

“Sean looks good at quar- 
terback,” said Barry. “He’s 
a kid who wanted to prove 
that he could play last year 
and now he’s trying to prove 
that he can play at a higher 
level. He’s been very good 
so far and Brian Hurley at 
tight end has been doing a 
great job at both blocking 
and catching the ball during 
the pre-season.” 

That being said, veteran 
players back on paper, does- 
n’t mean the team will auto- 
matically score 35 points a 
game, and finish with 276

Parsons will be the team’s 
inside linebacker, with 
Kevin Moriarty on the out- 
side, while Hanley, Frissore, 
Ferriera and DeLucia will 
make up the team’s sec- 
ondary.

Sears delivers the goods

Nice guys don’t always fin- 
ish last. 


And Wilmington High 
School senior Zack Sears is 
proof of that. 


One of the tri-captains on 
this year’s boys’ cross coun- 
try team, Sears is not only 
one of the team’s top runners, 
but he’s also a very genuine, 
bubbly kid, who is extremely 
sincere, honest and pretty 
funny. While he knows that 
his team will not go undefeat- 
ed, and he will not be an All-

does realize that he’s looked

“I have known Zack since he 
was in sixth grade,” said head 
coach Tom Bradley. “He is a 
fine runner, one of the top ten 
that I have coached since I've 
been here. He is very mature 
in his approach to running. 
He takes no shortcuts and has 
a good understanding of what 
needs to be done, The (Cape 
Ann) League is a very com- 
petitive running league and 
Zack will really have to work 
to make all-star status, but 
certainly has a chance. He 
runs distance all three sea- 
sons (including indoor and 
outdoor track) and has been 
consistently good. He is easy 
to coach and great to see a 
good guy succeed.” 

Sears began running when 
he was about six or seven 
years old as his father com- 
peted in various road races 
and eventually brought his 
oldest of three sons with him. 
That started to become a 
habit for this father-and-son 
duo who then competed in 
several local road races. 

“My Dad has had a lot of 
surgeries since we first start- 
ed running together and he 
doesn’t run as much any- 
more, but he definitely got me 
into it, and we used to do road 
races all of the time togeth- 
er,” said Zack. “We did this 
one race called Jeff's run in 
Cambridge when I was in 
middle school and that’s 
when I decided that I wanted 
to continue to run and com- 


God, between cross country 
and track it’s got to be a lot 
(of miles) ... a lot that I don’t 
even want to think about.” 

During all of those miles, 
whether it be on the streets of 
the town, or on the track at 
WHS or in some woods area 
against a Cape Ann League 
team, Sears has not only 
become a better distance run- 
ner, but has formed three 
great relationships while 
doing it, his dad, his coach 
and now his brother. 

“Andrew is good,” said Zack. 
“He is showing a lot of poten- 
tial but Idon’t give him as 
much credit as he probably 
deserves because he’s my 
brother, but he’s going to be 
good.

Lauren Zaremba would

In order for that to happen, 
and sticking with the 
Hollywood theme, Zaremba, 
the leader of the ‘Fantastic 
Four’ so to speak’ will have 
to do their part of keeping 
the net clear, and pushing 
the ball up to the midfielders 
and forwards who hopefully 
will score - something that 
didn't happen enough during 
last year’s season. 

Zaremba is one of the pre- 
mier defensive backs on this 
year's Wildcat Girls Soccer 
team. She’ll play along with 
Taylor Shelton, Paige 
Bennett and most likely 
Lauren McKenna, which will 
comprise the four defensive 
backs who will be playing in 
the ‘Flatback Four’ defen- 
sive system. 

This strategy has been 
used each of the past two 
years, and has worked very 
well including the team post- 
ing eight shut outs last year, 
but with a lot of younger and 
inexperienced players, head 
coach Sue Hendee wasn’t 
completely sold on teaching 
it again. But after watching 
the play of Zaremba and 
company this pre-season, 
the system is back in place. 

“We all know the flatback 
four and we know it very 
well, so that’s one of our 
strengths,” said Zaremba 
minutes after finishing up 
practice last Friday morn- 
ing. “The (other three girls) 
are really aggressive and 
they know how to step to a 
ball, and they communicate 
really well too.” 

According to a soccer web- 
site, there’s four steps to the 
‘Flatback Four system’: 

1). Sweeper: One of your 
center backs will act as the 
sweeper, She will be the last 
line of defense and will 
sometimes have to drop back 
a yard or two behind the 
other fullbacks, However, 
she'll usually take that posi- 
tion when the team is on 
offense or when the ball is 
out of the attacking third, 
and then fall back in line the 
closer the opponents get to 
your goal. 

2). Channel the offense: 
The term "flat back four" is 
misleading because one of 
the cardinal rules of a flat 
back four is "never be flat." 
Never stand in a straight 
line across the field. The 
defense should be lined up 
diagonally. This way the 
offense is forced to go where 
there's more space. Doing 
this will allow the defense to 
know ahead of time, which 
side the offense wants to go 
to. That way, the defensive 
mids can react accordingly. 

3). Step up: When the ball 
is cleared, the defense needs 
to get out quick. Everyone

don't get caught out of posi- 
tion. 

For Zaremba, her style of 
play seems to be a perfect fit 
with this type of defensive 
alignment and style. 

“She's deceiving because 
she’s not big back there,” 
said Hendee about Zaremba, 
who stands in at around 5-2. 
“She’s a very quiet kid, but 
on the field she really com- 
municates very well. I hear 
her talk more on the field 
than I’ve heard her since 
I’ve known her from elemen- 
tary school and that’s where 
it’s important. 

“You can be a shy, quiet kid 
off the field, but you can be 
very effective on the field by 
having that kind of confi- 
dence to be such a communi- 
cator, and I think it took her 
a while to get that kind of 
confidence. She’s also fast - 
15 to 20 yard sprints and 
Lauren is there.” 

Zaremba admitted that 
everything this season — 
being a veteran player on a 
young team, being a captain, 
having the most experience 
on defense, and playing with- 
out her older sister Jackie 
who graduated in June - has 
been an adjustment. 

“It's a new team, but I 
think once we practice 
together and play together, 
then we'll come together as 
a team,” she said. 

And some of the differ- 
ences? 

“Ihave to get used to 
(being a captain) because 
I've never led a team before. 
It’s different but I like it,” 
she said. “Plus, my sister 
played with me last year so 
it’s different this year 
because I'm not playing 
under anyone’s wing any- 
more.”

However that team 
lost five important players, 
including setter Amanda 
Hollenbeck, not to mention 
its coach Mark Staffier, who 
resigned after the season to 
spend more time with his 
family. Now, a new coach 
named Meghan Sheehy is on 
board, and she inherits a 
team that has a nice blend of 
experience and youth, and 
she’s hoping that will all mix 
together and the program can 
drastically improve on its 27- 
70 record over the last five 
combined seasons. 

“To be honest I think the 
girls look really good right 
now,” she said about the start 
of the 2010 season. “They 


have great team spirit, a 
great work ethic and I think 
the older kids are really 
bringing out the best out of 
the younger kids thus far.

Woburn's 
Colucci

Woburn native Mike Colucci has been living a rock and roll 
dream for a decade. And now he’s got a piece of highly-coveted 
hardware to show for it. 

Colucci was part of a team that last month won an Emmy 
Award for Outstanding Technical Direction, Camerawork and 
Video Control for a Miniseries, Movie or a Special for “The 25th 
Anniversary Rock And Roll Hall of Fame Concert” currently 
airing on HBO. 

For the past 10 years, Colucci has worked and traveled with 
Bruce Springsteen as a live action video technician/camera 
operator. Springsteen and his E Street Band were one of the 
headliners at the 25th Anniversary Concert, held last October at 
Madison Square Garden in New York City. 

“T've been living a dream come true for the past 10 years,” 
said Colucci, who graduated from Woburn High in 1987. “I'm 
not one for the spotlight, but it's nice to be recognized for the 
work I do. 

“It’s hard to explain the feeling (about winning an Emmy),” 
he added. “I’m part of a great team with 23 other people, and 
that’s what made it special. The icing on the cake is the thrill I 
get from doing my job every day.” 

This was the second straight year Colucci was nominated for 
an Emmy. Last year, he and his colleagues were nominated for 
their work during Springsteen’s halftime show at Super Bowl 
XLIII between the Pittsburgh Steelers and the Arizona 
Cardinals. Colucci’s group lost to NBC’s crew that covered the 
opening ceremony of the Beijing Olympics. 

“Everyone loses to the Olympics,” laughed Colucci. “So 
much goes into that production, no one else really stands a 
chance. They (NBC) deserved that award. 

“But being at the Super Bowl was a thrill in itself,” he added. 
“I shoot Rock & Roll; I’m not a TV guy. So being on the field 
was one of those once-in-a-lifetime experiences not everyone 
gets to have.” 

Colucci has literally traveled the world for the past decade 
with one of the most popular performers in the history of Rock 
& Roll, manning a camera and providing the images that are 
shown on the large video screens at the venue. It’s no easy job. 
Springsteen’s sets are known for their length, and spontaneity. 

“It’s a different show every night,” said Colucci. “You never 
know how long he’s going to play, or what he’s going to play. It 
certainly makes the job exciting. 

“Bruce is one in a million and one of the last true perform- 
ers in Rock & Roll,” he added. “He’s a true genius with incred- 
ibly high standards. He’s always pushing himself, raising the 
bar, and he brings you along, along with the 15,000 or 85,000 or

90,000 fans that are in the venue.” 

Modestly, Colucci said he “lucked into” a job on 
Springsteen's film crew during a series of concerts at the then 
FleetCenter in Boston back in 1999. 

“It’s kind of a very long and involved story, but | was work 
ing for a local production company,” said Colucci. “I was a 
Springsteen fan anyway, and that led to a gig with Springsteen 
on tour.” 

While he’s technically a free-lance cameraman who has 
worked for other acts like AC/DC, Colucci is committed first 
and foremost to the Springsteen crew. He recently turned down 
a job working with ex-Pink Floyd bassist Roger Waters in antic 
ipation of the next Springsteen tour. 

“When Bruce calls, I drop everything,” said Colucci 

One of the highlights during his tenure has been the two 
shows Springsteen and the E Street Band played at Fenway 
Park in 2003. The concerts were the first non-sporting events at 
Fenway in three decades, and their success paved the way for a 
succession of other musical acts like the Rolling Stones, Jimmy 
Buffett, Paul McCartney and Aerosmith, who performed with 
the J. Geils Band last month. 

“The second night (of the Springsteen concerts) was one of 
the greatest shows in the history of Rock & Roll. (J. Geils lead 
singer Peter Wolf) showed up, and there was a really magical 
vibe,” said Colucci. “For a lot of people who were there, it was 
their first time on the field. Growing up in Woburn, it was cer- 
tainly a thrill for me.”

‘The American’, a slow-

There is enough action, 
intrigue and suspense in 
“The American,” the spare, 
tightly-wound new thriller 
starring George Clooney. 
But I think the scene in the 
park is where the film’s true 
heart lies. This is less the 
story of a man who kills for 
a living, than what that life 
has extracted from his soul. 

Clooney plays Jack (but 
sometimes he is called 
Edward, sometimes Mr. 
Butterfly)who is a man of 
precision who keeps his 
emotions locked up tight. 
He works at his profession 
in a cold and calculating 
manner - on display in no 
better way than it is in the 
first mission we see Jack on 
in Sweden.

Therefore, students with cer- 
tain vision impairments may 
be sent on their way with a 
20/20 bill of health. An 
optometrist or opthalmologist 
will be able to diagnose vision 
problems that are not appar- 
ent in school exams. 


Without proper diagnosis, 
children can experience low 
self-esteem and feelings of 
inadequacy in school. With 
repeated § admonishments 
from educators and parents, 
children may view themselves 
as "stupid" or unable to learn. 
This could impact them 
throughout their entire lives. 


Corrective treatments can 
improve a child's ability to see 
and learn. A study published 
in the Archives of 
Ophthalmology indicated that 
test scores of preschool-aged 
children who had hyperopia 
and astigmatism were lower 


than those who did not. Within 
6 weeks of wearing corrective 
glasses, the children's test 
scores improved significantly. 


The American Optometric 
Association recommends com- 
prehensive eye exams each 
year before a child, enters 
school. Parents can make this 
a part of annual physical 
exams when taking kids for 
yearly wellness visits. 


Children are not alone in 
vision problems. Adults can 
also be impacted by any num- 
ber of vision ailments. 
Doctors recommend annual 
eye exams for adults as well 
Make it a family affair and 
schedule appointments on the 
same day.

Colleges buy land they don't know how they'll use 


NEW YORK (AP) — 
Colleges and universities 
are buying up chunks of 
land at bargain prices, 
sometimes without a clear 
idea how they'll be used. 


Some are taking advan- 
tage of good sales during a 
sluggish economy, while 
others, like Columbia 
University, are continuing a 
practice they've done for 
decades, buying even if the 
price isn't discounted. 


The University of Dayton 
last year acquired the 115- 
acre world headquarters of 
technology company NCR 
Corp. for the fire sale price 
of $18 million after buying 
50 acres from the company 
for three times the per-acre 
price in 2005. And the 
University of Delaware last 
year bought a 272-acre for- 
mer Chrysler auto plant in 
Newark, Del. for $24 million. 


The schools are banking 
on future growth to make 
their purchases good invest- 
ments, In the interim, many 
are leasing the properties 
they're not using until they 
need them. 


It's good that colleges 
are looking years or even 
decades ahead, but invest- 
ing in real estate can be 
risky, academic research 
analyst Jane Wellman said. 


"People who just lost 
their shirts in the last real 
estate crash know the risk 
of real estate as an invest- 
ment portfolio," Wellman 
said. Colleges "are banking 
that now is the low point in 
real estate, and it may not 
be" 


For years, Columbia 
bought land wherever it 
could, amassing more than 
17 acres on Manhattan's 
Upper West Side between 
2002 and 2009. Construction 


has begun on a multibillion- 
dollar expansion that would 
build new housing, laborato- 
ries, open space and tree- 
lined sidewalks. 


University President Lee 
Bollinger said it won't be 
finished for at least 30 
years. And while some of 
the space has been dedicat- 
ed to specific departments, 
Bollinger. said he's inten- 
tionally not deciding how 
the rest of the buildings will 
be used. 


"You want to give future 
generations the ability to 
create their own university,” 
he said. * 


Dan Fasulo, a managing 
director for real estate 
research firm Real Capital 
Analytics, says many col- 
leges are jumping at new 
opportunities to buy land. 
cheaply since the economic 
slump. 


Previously, "universities 
were very much shut out of 
the market at its top,” 
Fasulo said. "You really 
couldn't compete with pri- 
vate investors who were 
scooping up properties in 
their neighborhoods." 

Some schools say the 
economic downturn drove 
prices so low that it was 
cheaper to buy land with 
it would be to construct new 
ones later. 

University of Dayton 
President Daniel Curran 
thought he got "the deal of a 
lifetime" five years ago, 
when the Ohio university 
bought 50 acres from NCR 
Corp. for $25 million. Then 
he got a better offer: the 
company's expansive world 
headquarters property — 
complete with a moat and a 
mini golf course — for $18 
million.

moving in this summer. The 
property includes a 415,000- 
square-foot building that 
will house a science facility, 
an alumni center and a 
huge parking garage. 
Curran said the university 
saved itself the expense of 
building new space, and is 
leasing unused parts of the 
building for extra cash. 


The university still has 90 
acres available for expan- 
sion. 


“We don't know what the 
library of the future is going 
to be, but we need a space 
for that library," Curran 
said. 


The former Chrysler 
Group LIC plant the 
University of Delaware 
bought won't be completely 
built out for 50 years, said 
Executive Vice President 
Scott Douglass. Since nearly 
a quarter of it has no specif- 
ic plans, it may be used for 
scientific testing, Douglass 
said. 

At Columbia, where 
tuition and living expenses 
are soaring in New York, 
junior Jose Robledo said 
although he'd like his uni- 
versity to put more money 
toward financial aid, it's 
more important for it to 
expand and try to improve 
— even if he's not around to 
see it. 


"If the university contin- 
ues being a leader in 
research, that makes sure 
my degree is still valuable 
20, 30 years down the road."

up from the front, then sweeps 
gently down into a vaulted 
great room with a wide win- 
dow at the rear.
